POLITICAL POWER.

Ir cannot be denied that amongst 
nations, as amongst individuals,there 
are,times when the joy of the one is 
the pleasure of the other and when 
grief of the one is a cause of mourning 
to the other. Ina word, nations have 
just that feeling of sympathy that 
characterises man in his personal 
relations. It is by no means an easy 
thing to analyse that half-subjective, 
half-altruistic feeling which is known 
under the name sympathy. The 
Spostolio injunction to “ rejoice with 
them that do rejoice and weep with 
them that weep” helps us little when 
we want to know why, under certain 
circumstances we obey without effort, 
and under others refuse to obey at 
all. But such is the case. We are 
“in sympathy ” or “ out of sympathy” 
with friends or acquaintances appar. 
ently with little or no definite 
reason why. So it is with matters 
political. - It would have puzzled 
many an Englishman in the early 
sixties to give a satisfactory account, 
of the manner in which he me a 

ro-Federal or a pro-Confederate. 
imilarly not a few people in many 
s of the world took sides in the 
reyfus case, being all the while 
incapable of setting forth a clear: 
statement of the gronndo of’ their 
partisanship. The cynic will say that 
where the interests lie there will the 
sympathies be also. But there have 
been cases not a few where interest 
and sympathy have taken different 
sides, ead it would be altogether too 
ata libel on human nature to 
Sony its growing altruism. Has it) 
not been necessary to coin the 
word with which we describe it? 
When Milton wrote his well-known 
lines beginning : 

“ Avenge, O Lord, Thy slaughtered 

saints,”

PORT ARTHUR. 


10th January. 

Tux Japanese have shown their 
usual energy and remarkable power 
of organisation at Port Arthur. It 
was only at 9 p.m. on Sunday the 
Ist instant that General Nogi re- 
ceived General Stussel’s letter admit- 
ting that further resistance was 
impossible, and already the whole of 
the prisoners have been transferred, 
a Commandant and staff have been 
appointed, and the blockade has been 
raised, though free entrance to the 
port is not yet allowed sree to 
vessels bri provisions, It is 
stated that a large fleet of Japanese 
schooners laden with provisions has 
been waiting for a long time in the 
Miaotao Islands, and they are doubt- 
Jess ‘racing now to be first in the 
empty market. The Russian army 
round Mukden is reported to be a 

lendid customer for Japanese 

visions and liquors of all kinds, which 
axe conveyed there by way of Hsin- 
mintun, and there will be  un- 
doubtedly an excellent demand for 
things brought in by the vessels that 
are lucky enough to be first in the 
reopened Harbour. Our Tokio cor- 
respondent has sent us full particulars 
of the transfer of the prisoners, and 
the promptitude with which this has 
been carried out speaks volumes, as 
we have said, for the organising powers 
of the Japanese. - The grand total, 
we learn, is 878 officers and officials 
and 23,491 men, of whom 6,300 are 
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the survivors of the complements of| 
the Port Arthur fleet. ‘c have not 
Yet learnt how many Russians 
were killed during the siege, but 
it is evident that the garrison when 
the actual siege began with the 
battle of Nanshan was considerably 
latger than was generally supposed. 

Ty will be nofeed that only about 
one-half of the officers have accepted 
the Japanese offer, sanctioned by 
the Czar, of release on the promise 
not to serve again during the war. 
‘We learn that 441 officers, including, 
the gallant’ General Stissel, have 
taken the required oath, among 
those who prefer to remain prisoners 
in Japan being Generals Fock, Smyr- 
noff, and Gorbadovsky, and Admiral 
Witman. It is quite intelligible that 
to a large number of the officers, 
who are often men of scanty means, 
a return home. oa parole, with no: 
immediate prospect of employment, 
is anything but tempting; and 
wearied out as they must be by 
the long and bitter struggle, the 
prospe: of a time of rest free from 
care o: anxiety in the beautiful 
islands of Japan must be very allur- 
ing, and it is not unnatural that they 
should choose to remain prisvucre- 
But it is less easy to understand 
why officers of high rank like the 
three Generals and the Admiral 
should decline to avail themselves of| 
the opportunity to go back at once 
to Russia, even if it involved a 
temporary retirement from the 
active service which must have be- 
come a second nature to them. The 
outside world has with one voice 
recognised the heroism they have 
displayed in the protracted defence 
they made against the overwhelming 
force that Japan sent against thom. 
and they could not fear that any 
shadow of scorn or disgrace would 
darken their reception in their own 
country. Their. Czar sanctioned 
their taking the required oath, 
and their ~~ Commander-in-Chief| 
set them the example; why, 
then, have they rejected the 
proffered boon? In the revolution 
that seems to be so near, such men 
as these would surely be of great use 
to theit country, for their oath would 
in no way prevent their serving her 
in her domestic troubles. 

There is much that is pathetic 
in the brief sentence in one of our 
Tokio telegrams, that “the prisoners 
seem to be overjoyed.” To be 
transferred to a quiet town in Jay 
from such a chaos of bloodshed and 
misery and noise as Port Arthur has 

_ been in the last few months must 
indeed be like being suddenly 
removed to a paradise from an inferno. 
Indications of what life has been of 
late in the fortress—a strong con- 
trast to some of the reports .that 
have reached Chefoo by the medium 
of refugees—are found in the extracis 
from Russian letters intercepted by 
the blockading squadron, and pub- 








lished by the Naval Department at 
Tokio: “This month we shall either, 
be saved from the hands of tho 
enemy, or Port Arthur will be occu- 

ied by the Japanese army.” “Our 
ees es daily more endangered. I 
fear that this is the last letter I shall 
write. s “We appreciate that the 
end of the siege is approaching. We 
cannot judge what the end will be, but 
we fear that it will be bad.” “Our 
Staff Office has been destroyed, and 
we seem as though we are hourly 
awaiting death.” Another writer 
explains how the whole garrison was 
waiting for the Baltic fleet, which 
never came. ‘The capture of 203- 
metre hill, he says, presaged the fate 
of Port Arthur: “Our é wants 
are first, fuel, for lack of which we 
can seldom light our etoveo, and the 
cold is intense. Secondly, we have 


neither wireless telegraphy nor car- |< 


rier pigeons, and we depend on 
chance vehicles fornews. We greatly 
feel the want of official reports, 
For ten months we have had no 
imports of ammunition. ‘The master 
of the steamer King Arthur is a fool ; 
he brought nothing but barley.” 
More of these extracts will be found 
in. another column; their great 
value is that they were not written 
for publication, and they tell the 
writers’ thoughts and feelings at the 
time. ‘They strikingly confirm the 
Japanese reports. 

t must have been a grievous dis- 
appointment to the Japanese to see 
the Russian battleships and other 
craft in the harbour blown up as 
soon as General Stissel had made up 
his mind to surrender ; and we can- 
not but hope that the Yeport is true 
that, with the exception of the Bay- 
anand Sebastopol which are hope- 
lessly destroyed, they may yet be 
made serviceable. So inexhaustible 
are the energy and resourcefulness 
of the Japanese that we may be cer- 
tain that these Russian battleships 
will be restored if restoration is 
possible. The men who iuave rebuilt 
the Yashima after she was blown up 
in May last and supposed to be a 
total loss, will very possibly have the 
Peresviet, Pobieda, Poltavay Retvisan, 
aud Pallada aflual again with Japa- 
nese crews before many months have 


passed.

THE AMERICAN 
ASSOCIATION IN 
CHINA.

‘THERE are annual reports so 
vapid end wordy than when they 
are taken in hand for examination 
they collapse like a bubble, and 
tothing of any value remains ; there 
dre others so full of matter tersely 
expressed and free from unnecessary 
verbiage, that when it is attempted 
to make a précis of them, it is found 
almost impossible to condense them 
farther without omitting some or 
many points of interest in them. 
Professor Leavenworth’s Report of 
the Executive Committee of the 
American Association for 1904, read 
at the recent annual meeting of the 
Association, belongs to the latter 
category. It begins with some short

neans!” The’ ignorant’ jealousy 
sombined with the greed “of the 
yoverning classes, caring little or! 
jothing for the benefits the people 
Jerive from tho expenditure aniong 
them of foreign capital, are at the 
bottom of the new mining regulations, 
to which, however, the Diplomatic 
Body have declined to give their 
assent. 

The question of the Trade-mark 
Regulations is taken up at some 
length, and it will be noted that 
Mr. Conger was in fivour of their 
being pw’ into operation on the 23rd 
of October Jast, provided that it was 
understood that they would be 
amended from time to time, as ex- 
perience suggested. Tentative re~ 
grulations, however, in a matter which 
would involve foreign firms in an ox~ 
penditure of ten thousand to twenty 
thousand taels, are not very accept- 
able, and it is surely possible, with 
the experience of other countries as a 
guide, to frame at the ontset regula- 
tions which will be permanent and 
sa.isfac ory.

COUNT VON BUELOW 
ON ENGLAND AND 
GERMANY. 


12th January. 
“THE brief telegraphed summary 
which we received more than a month 
ago of Mr. J, L. Bashford’s conversa- 
tion with the German Chancellor on 
the political relations between Eng- 
land and Germany, made us anxious 
to read the full account; and that 
anxiety is now gratified by the arrival 
of the December number of “The 
Nineteenth Century and After.” 
Mr. Bashford makes a few intro- 
uctory remarks, ‘pointing out the 
absurdity and impoliay of the “cam- 
paiga of insult’ and mischievous 
suspicion” carried on against Ger- 
many by some of the London news- 
pal ulminating in the insensate 
article mentioned by Reuter this 
morning,—‘that inthelongrun would 
infallibly prove disastrous, whichever 
way it ended... . Whenever an in- 
cident unpleasant to England happens 
in any part of the globe, a German 
diplomatist or the Central Govera- 
ment in Berlin is said to be behind 
it. Could anything be more fatuous 
than to attribute so much’ power to 
German diplomacy; or could any- 
thing be less complimentary to the 
representatives of Powers that are 
© friendly disposed to us than to insin- 
uate that they are completely under 
the thumb of their German Col- 
leagues? If we look at the matter 
from an unprejudiced and business- 
like point of view, we must surely 
admit that nothing is more mis- 
chievous than to convert a rival into 
a bitter enemy.” The course followed 
by the “ Times” and the “Spectator,” 
among others,is markedly un-English. 
Germany is our ercial rival, and 
@ very strenuous rival; and it is the 
commonest thing to see British firms 
bitter rivals in business, but excellent 
friends in private life, and the same 
is true of our politicians; but it is 
reserved for certain journalists to 
hate and constantly attribute inalign 
motives to our business rivals. 

Alter a few complimentary remarks 
on Count Biilow personally, Mr. Bash- 
ford comes to his actual conversation 
with the Chancellor, which the latter 
began by noting that a certain 
school of British publicists seemed 
to look at a paper-war’ against 
Germany as the main object of its 

















lite. “Iam gratified, however,” the 
Chancellor continued, “to see that a 
reaction appears to have set in—at 

least, against the calumnious ex- 
cesses of this campaign—and geome 
of the English papers have of late 
been dropping that tone of rabid 
bitterness that was so very irri- 
tating . . . Even the Anglo-Chinese 

Press—I refer to the ‘North-China 
Herald’—considers the constant 
hammering at Germany with in- 
sinuations against our policy in 

China to be undignified and dan- 
gerous, and calculated to throw Gier- 

many into Russia's arms.” The 
Chancellor then contradicted em- 

hatically the statement of the 
| ‘eking correspondent of the “Times” 
that the German Minister at Peking 
had interfered in order to prevent 
the ratification of our tronty with 
Tibet. Germany, he said, has no 
more concern with Tibet than she 
has with Manchuria; “at all events, 
I authorise you to state publicly 
thst Baron von Mumm did not 
meddle with this question, and that 
I characterise any other version 
about this matter asa falsification.” 

‘The Chancellor next dealt with 
the charge that the nervousness of 
the Baltic fleet was due to “warnings” 
from Germany. “There isnot a word 
of truth in this, either.” As early as 
last August, the Russian authorities 
intimated to both Germany and 
Denmark that it was possible that a 
Japanese attack might be made 
from their territory, and hoth these 
neutral nations quite properly in- 
structed their coast officials to be 
specially on the watch and investi- 

te the matter: and nothing did 
fieppen in German waters. 

The next charges refuted were 
that Germany tries to sow discord 
between England and Russia, and 
between England and France. 
Count Bilow declared that it was 
Germany's earnest desire to prevent 
any collision between England and 
Russia, which would almost inevit- 
ably involve Germany; and Ger- 
many. has done her utmost to 
preserve her own neutrality and 
keep China neutral, and localise 
the war. The Count made one 
excellent point. He said: “A 
pity in your country is always 
advocating a special understanding 
between England and Russia. Good ! 
we have nothing whatever to say 
against this, especially if iv make for 
peace, but when it is a question of 
Germany being on specially good 
terms with Russia, there is at once 
an outery in England that we have 
some ulterior aim in view, and that 
we are concocting an alliance against 
England.” Again, he said that 
Germany is not so stupid as to try 
and interfere with an entente between 
England and France just at the 
moment when it was being concluded. 
“ At all events, by agreeing to what 
you desire in Egypt we showed our 











ood-will to the British Government 
in that we did not throw any obstacles \ 
in the way of its friendly arrange- 
ment with France,” 

‘Mr. Bashford having drawn Count 
Bilow’s attention to the anti-English 
language used by German writers, 
and notably by some German his- 
torians in writings which are accept- 
ed as text-books at the Universities, 
and having §] lly cited a sentence 
attributed to rich von Treitschke 
in 1884: “The reckoning with Eng- 
land has still to come ; it will be the 
longest and most difficult,” the 
Chancellor replied that he knew 
Treitschke well and that the latter 
was certainly not an enemy of Eng- 
land. If hostile passages are quoted 
from his works, friendly passages 
should also be given, ‘Treitechke, 
besides being a historian, was a poeb 
and a man of serong pessitus. Ifhe 
used the words cited, it must have 
beeu in @ moment of emotion or 
rage; but if he did, “they do not 
contain the doctrine encouraged or 
advocated by the statesmen or edu- 
eators of the land.” Aud Count 
Biilow repeated that he could assert 
from his personal knowledge of 
Treitschke that he admired England. 
It was equally untrue that Bismarck 
was a hater of England or entertained 
designs against England's position 
in the world. 

The last accusation met by Count 
Billow was the recurring one that 
the naval policy of Germany is 
framed in contemplation of a war 
with England. Germany does not 
dream, he said of conjuring up such 
a war, and it would be a monstrous 
crime to do so. If there were only 
two big competitors in the world, 
Germany and England, and the con- 
quest of England by Germany would 
mean the absolute supremacy of the 
latter, such a war might be poli- 
tically justified. But there are other: 
big Powers, to which Japan must 
now be added, and as the apprehend- 
ed war “would completely destroy 
German trade, as far as one can 
judge, and would seriously damage 

ritish trade, our rivals would utilise 
the opportunity for securing the 
markets of the world without firing 
ashot. So that, were we to come 
to blows, there would be a whole 
bevy of tertii gaudentes.” The Ger- 
wan fleet is to protect German 
interests abroad, which are import- 
ant enough now to demand ample 
provision. Finally, Count Biilow 
completely repudiated the idea that 
he had anything but admiration for 
England, or that he would think of 
fomenting hostility between the two 
nations. 

A deliverance like this from the 
German Chancellor is so unusual 
and 30 obviously sincere, that it 
would, we should have thought, 
have done a great deal to coun- 
teract the dislike and suspicion of 
Germany that certain home papers 
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have endeavoured for some time to 
enkiodle and promote. It is free 
from “ gush” and from protestations, 
and is a calm, cool, reasoned answer 
to charges which it has been a 
recurring mistake to make, and 
which are only supported by insinua- 
tion, not by evidence.

As one looked out upon 
many of the congregation, one could see, 
by their rich dresses and their respectful 
attitude, that there were not a few of

Lively Times. 

For the third time singe the beginning 
of the war, the usually quiet routine of 
life in this port has been enlivened by the 
advent of Russian torpeio-bosts, which 
have ran the gauntlet of ‘the Japaneno 
block ding eqoadron outside Port Archur, 
and ran for refage into this so-called 
veutral port. On the first oce sion the 
Reschitebelnij was seized by the Japanese 
in the harbour and towed away, nfier her 
commander had attempted unsueesstully 
t» blow her up. The second boat, the 
Ratstoropny, was sunk in the harbour 
anchirge, after having been ostensibly 
handed over to the Chinese xuthorities to 
be disn ntled. Consequently the excite- 
ment of ths community here may be 
imagined when Monday morning revealed 
the presence of two Russinn destroyera 
and.two picket-boats which hud escaped 
from the doomed and falling fortress, 
unwilling, apparently, to share ite fate, 
Certainly'a New Year's souvenir which 
was hardly anticipated. We are told we 
shonld not look a gif 
Itis, nevertheless, advisable eometim-3 to 
invest it with amuzzle. The .;wo destroyers 
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in the harbour. The jetty and the Settle- 
ment Hijl_we-e lined with crowds of 
cur‘ous sighiseers, and the social function 
of maki g ‘New Yenr cails'was somewhat 
‘interedy ‘the uousual event.

Seoul or Chefoo. 

Mr. George Kennan, the famous 
American correspondent, in a recent 
article in “The Outlook” gives Seoul a 
fearful black eye by saying that it~is 
dirtier, filthier, and more ‘smelly than 
‘any town in China, not excepting ‘Chefoo 
or Canton. Now Seoul is bad enough in 
all conscience, but this is putting it a 
little strong. We have not}seen Canton, 
but for Chefoo we take issue and main- 
tain that Seoul is « clean and well- 
swopt paradise compared with the native 
town of that seaport, which is a pur- 
gatory of smells indescribable. Lest 
some may question this, wo shall prove it 
beyond all possibility of argument, so 
that even Chefoo people will bow their 
hoads and say, .“‘ It is most true.” 

Not long ago there came to the Far 
East the agent of a famous locomotive 
works, who spent some days in Seoul, 
testing the odours, enjoying the lay of 
the landscape, and keeping his eyo open 
as to the possibility of railways, otc. 
The agent of a locomotive works wo 
naturally picture as a large man, well put 
together, with steady wyoy Tnog 
and stomach of brass or of other durab! 
material, a man by no moans easily 
knocked off his pins, or daunted by 



































smells or questionable odours along the 
way. The agent after surviving Seoul 
sailed for Chefoo. He lodgod at the 
Beach Hotel, and in the morning after 
breakfast wont out with a friend to see 
the town. Here was the Consular

Wolves in Sheep’s Clothing. 

Some time ago we discovered that 
south of the river a number of societies 
had sprung up, each claiming connection 
with some Protestant Mission and being 
called by its name. These were for the 
most part formed by individuals, cl 
ing to have authority, and charging each 
applicant for admission from one to five 
dollars for the privilege of having his 
name entered on the rolls. In one place 
there were said to be as many as fifteen 
hundred people entered in one or another 
of these spurious churches. Of course 
the attractive feature in these societies 
‘was not religion, but a supposed connec- 
tion with the powerful foro 
his influence ready at your nood. 

In one section we were told that there 
were two. men operating, claiming each 
to be the true representative of the same 
mission. One of these declared that he 
had received ordination from a bishop in 
Shanghai, and brought as his credential 
some foreign garment, apparently an 
ordinary foreign waistcoat. This vest 
carried convietion wherever it was shown, 
and the man was doing a thriving busi- 
ness, when suddenly, one day, he was 
confronted with the other claimant to 
his honours, this meeting having been 
arranged by the perplexed people with- 












































er, with 


‘out the knowledge of either man. In 
the controversy that ensued, orch man, of 
course, declared the other to be an im- 
postor. Finally, tosettleit, they werecalied 
‘onto compare credentials. The secoand 
man displayed a Bible, tracts, catechisms, 
ete., and then summoned the other to 
produce what he had to show. This the 
latter seems to have done with impros- 
ive dignity, throwing back his gown and 
showing the vest upon his sacred person. 

‘This again proved irresistible, and the 
people with one voice declared him tho 
trae and lawful apostie, his rival being 
forced to retire in shame and confusion 
of face, 

Through the efforts of the China Inland 
missionaries hero, the facts about these 
societies wore brought to the attention 
of the local officials, and they have been 
pretty well broken up. It is necessary 
to exeroiso continual vigilance, however, 
as there nro never wanting unscrupulous 
men ready to impose in this way on tho 
ignorant and credulous.

On last Sunday, 
at three market towns east of the city, 
the people unwittingly celebrated tne 
foreign New Year by as many bonfires, 
whose fuel was the tax-office st each 
centre. The tax collectors fled for their 
Tives, and rioting was the order of the 
day.” Thirty soldiers were sent to the 
noone of disorder, but, deeming discretion 
the better part of valour, withdrew with- 
but interference. No retribution has yet 
been visited upon the offenders against 
law-and order, in spite of the fact that 
there are three thousand troops in the 
local camps.

For two years past the Yellow River 
has been quietly increasing the area of 
Shantung. ‘As reported some months 
ago, ® new mouth was formed to 
the’ north-west of Yangkiakou, which

Previous to his departure the General had 
made a tour of inspection and reviewed 
the troops in each State. last appear- 
ance in Melbourne was at the King’s 
birthday review held on the 14th Novem- 
ber, at which the Governor-General pre- 
sented new colours to two regiments. At 
the dinner recently given by the incoming 
Lord Mayor, Sir Edward Hutton was 
very outspokcn in his comments on the 
new system of controlling the Common: 
wealth forces by’ Couucit of Defence. AS 
‘a so'dier, Sir Edward maintained that the 
‘system to be adopted in war is the one that 
should be pursued in pexce, and asserted 
that the Uouncil system will inevitably 
fail if put to the practical test of war. 
Such a system, he maint ‘opens the 
door to political and personal influence. 
The Inte @. 0.0, was not personally po- 
pulat amougst military officers, but it must 
be said of him that the task set before him 
was no light one. During the three yerrs 
he has been in Australia he has had to 
unity the forces of six States, each at- 
tached to ita own particular methods. Tw 
federate all these withont creating some 
small amount of friction is probably a task 
beyond the reach of any officer. Moreover 
the G.O.C. was unfortanate in having to 
meet so many changes amongst his poli- 
tical chiefs, as he saw no less than three 
Governments take office whilst his own 
particular Minister was changed no less 
than four times. 











German Restriction in the South 
Seas. 


{ PRecent events in connection with the 
trade to the group of Marshall Islands 
plainly show that Germany has decided to 
exclude British vessels from participating 
therein atall costa. Burns, Philp and Co., 
of Sydney, the leading firm of carriers in 
the South Sea Island trade have b 
upiing one of thelr steamers for some 
ime past regularly every three months to 
this Fartiostar roup of islands. On the 
stoamer’s Gret visit t0 Jaluit, the principsl 
port « hoary Heense fee was, demanded 
fore thejvessel was allowed to trade. 
‘The license, although a severe handicap, 
was “paid, as was the case on the next 
occasion of the steamer calling. On the 
third voyage the license was increased to 
the exerbitant sum of £457 per month, 
and payment was demanded in gold. | Th 
steamer’s agents offered to settle with a 
@raft under protest, bat this was re- 
fased and the vessel returned to Syduey in 
ballast. ‘The steamer engaged in the trade 
only of 500 tons’ measurement. Repre- 
mntations were made to the central guv- 
eroment, and a strong protest was cabled 
to the Imperial Government. Under the

The Restriction of Chinese 
Labour. 

Premier Bent’s promised Bill to amend 
the Factories’ Act ns applied to Chinese 
labour bas been circulated. “The Bill 
relates more particularly to the furniture 
‘and laundry trades wherein Chinese com- 
petition is the keenest. ‘The first provision 
1s that 0 Chinese whether employer or 
employé shall after the Ist of January 
105, be employed in any factory ov work 
shop unless duly licensed by the Chief 
Inspector of Factories, who is given ‘full 
power under the Act to issue or withhold 
these licenses. Such license is to have 
currency of twelve months only, and 
expire on the Ist of Janusry in each year; 
when renewal is required, such renemal 
must be made before the 3ist of December 
previous. Licenses are to be produced on 
demand by the factories’ inspectors, or 
police, Ohinose employers are prohibited 

boarding «r lodging xny of their 
employés, under a penalty not exceeding 
£10 for the first offence ; three convictions 
may entail the forfeiture of the license. 

Provision is also made for stamping 
Chinese-made furniture as soon as it is in 
suficien'ly advanced state ts be so 
stamped, whilst penalties are provided for 























those selling farniture not ntamped in ac- 
cordance with the requirements of the Act. 
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All Chinese factories and workrooms 
raust be absolutely closed aud looked at 
6.16 p.m. each night and not opened till

Our Royal Visitors, 

It showed a certain amount of bravery 
on the part of the King and Queen of 
Portugal to accept the invitation of our 
King and Queen to visit these shores in 
the gloomy month of November, but of 
course phessant shooting was the at- 
traction, as King Carlos is known to b 
one of the most enthusiastic sportem 
in Europe.

The Beck Report. 


A blue-book embodying the report of 
the three commissioners appointed to 
inquire into the Beck caso was published 
not wi ‘The Master of the Rolls, 
Spencer Walpole, and Sir John Edge admit 
that they have gone a little beyond th 
duties directly entrusted them. In addi- 
tion to taking evidence and reporting on 
the causes which led to the two unjust 
convictions of Mr. Beck, they have put 
forward some recommendations for the 
prevention of such miscarriages of justice 
in the future. With regard to the 
thoroughness of their inquiry there are 
no two opinions. In respect of their 
apportionment of tho blame the only 
point which has beon adversely criticised 
sone quarters is what practically 
amounts to an exoneration of the police 
from blame. As to their recommenda- 
tions, everybody agrees that they are 
excellent 0 far as they go, but there aro 
some who think they should have gone a 
little farther and recummended the 
establishment of a Criminal Court of 
Appeal.

Daring December the incidence of 
Small-pox has been greater than normal 
both among foreigners and natives and 
has been of a severe type. Among tho 
Chinese the number of deaths from this 
cause daring December has been at leas; 
three times that usually expected 
Among foreigners the incidence has been’ 
chiefly on the non-resident population 
and those imperfectly vaccinated. The 


great value of repeated vaccination has 
been amply demonstrated by these cases. 
Perfoct vaccination may be defined as 
vaccination repeated until it no longer 
takes. The criterion of efficient vace 






until it no longer takes ears pre 
Small-pox. In Shanghai there 
much Small-por infection every winter 
that vaccination should be repeated 
every three years. The urgent request 
given last month, thatvacoination should 
be carefully attended to, holds good. 
All Chinese and also indigent foreigners 
are vaccinated free of charge at the 
Health Olfice, No 1, Honan Road, at 10 
am. daily. 

Diphtheria bas also been prevalent 
among the foreign community. Thirteen 
cases were notified; but therehavebeen no 
deaths, a condition that may be account- 
‘ed for with some degree of probability 
by the early soa yenoral use of Dipht- 
heria Antitoxin. This preparation is now 
one of thi fepia products of the Shang- 
hai Municipal Laboratory. Diphtheria 
Antitoxin is supplied free to all Tadigont 
pationts on the recommendation of any 
qualified medical man. 

There is no Scarlet fever among the 
Chinese though ten cases have been no- 
tified among foreigners. 

Examinations in the Laboratory of the 
blood of some obscure cases of for 
occurring both locally and up-river, 
indicated with some degree of probabil 
ty the occurrence of Malta fever, a 
disease hitherto unrecognised in this 
district.

THE COMING INVASION.

‘S8rz,—It would seem that the best in- 
terests of the allied Settlements here 
would demand @ short, sharp protest 
‘against the proposed invasion of Shanghai 
by the refugees from Port Arthur. If the 
atements furnished to the Press recent- 
ly to the offect that they will be coming 
here by the thousands, are correct, it 
would be almost impossible to magnify 
the danger and discomfort that must 
ensue here. Port Arthur is notoriously 
fall of scurvy, dysentery and small-pox, 
to say nothing of typhoid, and thethrow- 
ing down of a mass of disease of this 
character in the midst of our Settlement, 
in the present condition of public health, 
is only inviting disaster. 

Tam not prepared to ssy who should 
make this protest or whose duty it is to 











‘take the step, but the delay of invoking j 
4 ratepayers’ meeting wouldbe sogreat as 
to make it ineffective. It may bo that the 
Cousular Body have the power, and it 
may be that only an appeal can lie to the 
Russian and Japanese authorities, 

Tt seems beyond question that the re- 
patriation of these refugees by way of 
neutral territory is an abuse of the pri- 
vilege of extraterritoriality that would 
Jnot be permitted by any other country, 
and representations should be: made to 
Japan and the Russian authorities here in 
an unmistakable tone, wich would pre- 
‘clude the possibility of bringing these 
people here. If it is impossible to send 
them directly from Port Arthur to Odessa, 
their reconcentration shodld be effected 
on Japanese territory, where they could 
be cared for until they are sent home. 
‘This should be true without reference to 














the character of the refugees, and our 
recent experiénces with Russians of that 
order in this port has not been resssuring, 
or of « character to invite any repetition 
of it.

MEDICAL PRACTICE 
IN CATHAY. 


ELEVEN- YEARS’ INTERESTING 
EXPERIENCES. 


‘Tho following aro interesting extracts 
from a pxpor read recently bofore the 
Svochow 





terary Society by Mrs. Aona 
Waller Fearn, M.D. 

One of the peculiar features or vue 
practice of medicine in China, which struck 
me as being altogether novel when I first 
reached this country of surprises, was the 
fact that a physician was never expected 
to call on his patient a second time unless 
invited to do so. Bly first case was that 
of the wife of a former Governor of Kuang- 
tung provinee, and the first announcement 
made was that they, had tried fifty other 
physicians who had all failed, and ns che 
was ‘ei kuatse” they had decided to gi 
the foreign doctor a chance to try her 
akill, I suggested the advisability of 














allowing her first to tecover from the 
effects of the Chinese treatment, and then 
giving the foreign medicine atrial. The 
patient herself, attracted by the novelty 
of employing a foreign woman physician, 
decided in my favour and a few minute 
doses of foreign medicine, versus many 
gallons of Chinese mixture wrought a cure, 
and won for the Hospital an entrée i 
the homes of the highest official fa 
in the city. In this way the responsibi- 
lity falls heavily upon no-one though 
oocssionally it does occur that a native 
physician will find it advisable to seck a 
‘change of residence for a time. 

















For ‘example’ one hot night in July I 
received an urgent call to seo the wife of a 
prominent official. After a slight examina- 
Mion, T asked, “Why did. you send for 
me?” ‘Because she cannot sneezo,” 
ras the unexpected answer, for the woman 


Then ina puzzled-lost way they repeated 
the dread word, “"Deadehe ts’ deeds oho 
says—and the Ohinese physician told us 
only this morning that it was only a pecu- 
liar condition the result of her disease and 
that she would be more teing-kanni 
in the morning.” And so, fillowing the 
unfailing laws of cause and effect, it was 
—the disease, cholera—the result, death. 
Tt was then midnight and all that day they 
had only iad shedowy forebodings as to the 
true state of the case. This physician 
found it advisable to leave the city for an 
indefinite time.

About nine years ago one of our most 
promising young graduates gave up a fine 
Practice to invest his all in « steam-launch 
venture. When asked why he was giving 
ops certainty for an uncertainty, he re- 
plied that he could not stand the nervous 
strain, which ‘came with the practice of 
medicine. If he left a pationt becter at 
night it was not uncommon to find her 
worse, if alive, on the morrow ; or if he 
1eft haw with har honra nnmhownd, he wae 
quite sure to find her well started on the 
road to recovery on his next visit; and the 
burden of the ibility of the caso 
was quite sufficient without the added fear 
of what the family might do. 

‘Among the many uplifts of encanrage- 
ment which come to us these days is the 
fact that we are now almost invariably 
jasked not only to see a caso but to take 
charge of it from the beginning to the 
end; although we still occasionally hear 
the reason given for sending for us that. 
the patient was ‘si ” and could 
reoeive no harm from our presence, our 
treatment not being worthy of considera- 
tion or speculation. 

Sneezing—one’s ability or disability to 
sccomplish this fet—is from an Orionta’s 
standpoint, a symptom worthy the greatest 
consideration and respect.

How to diagnose anthrax: Have your 
pationt eat a raw yellow bean; if the 
disease is anthrax it will taste as if well 
cooked ; if it is not snthrax, the taste 
will be that of the raw yellow bean. 

Cholera: Over the umbilicus place a 
plash composed of musk, brimstone, red 
iodide of meroury, pulverised

Pulse slippery. ‘There is nasal discharge. 
In this disease if heat reducing medicines 
fare used the patient will grow worse ; 
if diaphorotics aro used the swolling will 
increase, Therefore,we!will first reduce 
the heat of and stomach, for 
which I prescribe : Hibs, leaves, incense, 
tonder bamboo skin, dish rag gourd, 
sheeps’ horn, frosted leaves, and glyce- 
rings,”

‘The following little inoidont portrays 
an oriental chaacteristic. I was éalled 
out to a surgical case, and whon the 
messonger was told that my feo would be 
thirty dollars, he replied with the reckless 
debonair abandon of a J.P. Morgan ; 
“Oh, the monoy is of no importance, they 
can pay thirty dollars as easily x» ouv.” 
And this was strictly trae, as they hado’t 
aoent. I found a small room, mud floor, 
two beds on the ground, and between 
them s raised platform of loose planks 
laid acroas two small poles. At a critical 
moment I stepped on the end of a plank, 
and immediately shot under the bed, from 
which 1 was with difficulty oxtricated.

The quicksand and the 
Tmountains lie chiefly behind, while 
before us, as far as we can soe, 
lies a future bright with promise. 
We have seen an increase of confidence 
in our Western methods; an entrance 
has been gained into the homes of the 
wealthiest; there is s turning to us for 
‘aid; and there are many little indefinablo 
changes in the atmosphere toll 
greater changes and s dawning of better 
days, which must come with a bettered 
people. These changes express much from 
‘people who have sn unlimited pride of 
virth, of literary standing, of peculiar 
faith in the traditions and beliefs of their 
forefathers; and what could be at groster 
variance with their ideas of respect for

sician. This people have much to con- 
tend against, not only in their present 
environment, but in their inherited ten- 
dencies of hundreds of generations. How 
much grester then should be our for- 
bearance because of these unseen but 
potent and ever-present influences.

It will be remembered that he was 
one of the leaders in tho Boxer war. 
His followers shed the first foreign blood 
at Poking’; killing the Chancelior of the 
Tepancse Legation several days before 
the murder of Baron Ketteler. 

‘After the flight of the Court, in the 
negotiations for peace, the demand was 
made that Tang should be degraded and 
banished, The Chinese plonipotentiaries 
promised compliance, but excused them- 
solves from taking immediate stops to- 
ward his punishment, on the groun 
that he was too powerfal for them to 
deal with.

THE SIEGE OF PORT 
ARTHUR. 


L 

Innumerable pictures, plans, and 
descriptive articles have made the whole 
world acquainted with the general aspect 
of Port Arthur, its harbour, and its 
successive rings of dofensive forts. 
Situated in the very centre of a sphere 
of sharply contending interests, magni- 
ficontly strong by nature and capable of 
fortification into soeming imprognabi- 
lity, its possession has inevitably been 
an object of desire with all the rival 
Powers grouped about its doors. In the 
days before China’s essential weakness 
was mace manifest, the Iate Viceroy Li 
Hung-chang appraised its value and 
made of it at that time the finest naval 
dockyard of the East. Its surprisingly 
ture by the Japanese in 1894 
jeciding event in their war with 
its dishonourable capture by the 
Russians in March of 1898 was tho 
immediate cause of the greater aud more 
ravaging war of which unhappily we 
have not yet seen the end. 

The seven years during which the 
blue cross of Russia flew from the heights 
of Port Arthur were years of great and 
bustling activity devoted almost entirely 
to the work of defence, There were 
already the old Chinese forts on the hills 
immodiately girdling the town, Itzeshan, 
Sungsbushan, Panlungshan, Erhlungshan, 
and the rest, and these were not to be dis- 
pised. But the Russians fortified and 
fortified till it seemed there, was not a 
measure left untaken, not another point 
on which # gun could be placed, not 
another trench that gould be effectively 
interposed. They pushed the defences, 
too, well north of the fortress, so that 
right away to far Nanshan and the 
Kinchou isthmus were positions firmly 
held. Tho railway, completed in 1902, 
brought the fortress into direct com- 
muniestion not. only with the rich pro- 
ducing country behind, but with St. 
Petersburg itself. Stores, guns, 
‘ammunition were passed along the line 
in one ceaseless stream. Moreover, within 
the harbour whose rear was thus pro- 
tected, and whose entrance was guard- 





















ed by the great guns on Golden Hill, the | fleet 


‘Tiger's Tail, and Lisotishan, the Russians 
had collected what wee at the beginning 


of last yoar the most powerfal fleet of 
warvessels in the Far Kast. Japan her- 
self had not ® navy seemingly so formid- 
able. The names of the ironelads, com- 
manded by Admiral Stark, are familiar 
to everyone now, but it is appropriate 
to enumerate them once again. Of battle- 
ships there were seven, all of more than 
10,000 tons’ displacement, viz., the 
Retvisan (12,700), Peresviet (13,674) 
Pobieds (12,674), Sebastopol (10,960), 
Poltava (10,960), Czarevitch (12,916), and 
Petropavlovsk (11,354). Tho Bayan (7,800) 
was the only armoured cruiser at Port 
Arthur, but of fast protected cruisers 
there were throe, the Askold (6,500 tons, 
23 knots), and the sisterships, Diana and 
Pallada (6,630 tons, 20 knots). Tho 
second-class crniser Novik (3,000 tons, 


ik, Zabiaca, and Djigit 
were there, together with the coast 
defence irogclads Gremiastchy, and 
Otvajny, the gunboats Gilyak, Bobre, 
and Vssdnik, about sixteen destroyers 
and not quite so many torpedo-boats. 
Other vessels lay at Viadivostock, Che- 
mulpo, Newchwang, and Shanghai, but 
those named were actually at Port Arthar 
on the 8th of February, 1904. Well 
might it seem to Viceroy Alexeieff, re- 
viewing his troops on the parade-ground, 
surrounded by the frowning fortifications 
looking on his well-filled granaries and 
his accumulations of ammunition, or 
marshalling his great fleet, that Porc 
Arthur might defy not Japan only, but 
‘almost the world in arms. 

‘The war had been in progress nearly 
three months before the Japanese landed, 
on the 5th of May, on the Lisotung 
peninsula, and the investment of the 
fortress began. The interval hed been 
well employed. Troops were hurried 
down, General Kuropatkin himself 
visited the fort and it was on his advice 
that the two forts named after him were 
hastily erected to protect the reservoirs, 
on the heights overlooking the gorge 
through which the railway winds its way 
in, Refugees crowded the trains north- 
ward, but mon with large business in- 
torests refused to budgs. Telegraphic com- 
munication was uninterrupted, and as late 
as the 15th of April a direct telephonic 
wire, with some six exchanges en route, 
was opened between the garrison city and 
the distant capital of the empire. We read 
that a military band still played daily on 
the parade, and while an unlucky shell 
from the intermittent bombardment by 
the Japanese fleet would cause a sad 
tragedy now and again, the alarm from 
the first shock undoubtedly passed away. 
‘The history of those three months hardly 
belongs to the siege, but it may be briefly 
run over here, to round off our story. 

On the Sth of February, Mr. Kurino, the 
Japanese representative at St. Petersburg, 
informed Count Lamsdorf that the

appeared to have been withdrawn for a 
wale, Then, on the 24th of February, 
came the first of tho daring sttempts to 
block the entrance to the harbour with 
old transports, laden with coment and 
stones, intended to be blown up in the 
fairway. The vessels were detected and 
sunk by the Russians. Another lull 
followed. Nothwithstanding their success 
in beating back the transports, and tho 
discovery that their fleot was not so 
battered as at first they supposed, the 
Russians hesitated to emerge and assume 
the offensive. The resson was partly no 
doubt that they were without a fighting 
chief. Admiral Stark had been recalled 
after the disaster on the 9th, and Admiral 
Makaroff, the most famous seaman of his 
race, was hurrying eastward to replace 
him. Meantime Viceroy Alexcieff 
assumed temporary naval, as well as civil 
and military, command. 

Admiral Makaroff reached Port Arthur 
ontthe Ind of March, and his presence 
was immediately felt. The fleet began to 
regain confidence, vessels were seen out- 
side looking for the Japanese, who had 
again disappeared. About the 25th of the 
month the principal fighting vessels of 
the fleet ventured out on a cruise as far 
‘across as the opposite coast of Shantung. 
‘They wore seen off Téngchou, and among 
the islands of the Pechili Strait they 
succeeded in catching and sinking the 
miserable little Sanuki Maru of 150 tons. 
The exploit was telegraphed all over the 
globe. ‘Two days earlier the Press-boat 

Tho 
fleet returned to their base without any 
more serious adventure, but on the 27th 
another squadron of Japanese transports 
advanced against Port Arthur in a second 
attempt to close the harbour mouth.

Makaroff had on board several, dis 
tinguish ts, including the Grani 
Dake Oyril and’ tho celebrated war 
artist Verestchagin, who had come vut 
to view the battle. Before this powerful 
floot the Japaneso, following a very old 
ruse, withdrew, tho Russians gaily 
following till they were about fifteen 
miles to the south-east of the port. 
Suddenly the main Japuucse flet, su 
moned by wireless tolegraphy, appoared 
from just over the horizon. It was now 
the turn of the Russians to retreat, 
and they reformed hastily, without 
waiting to fight. On the way back a 
loud explosion was hoard under the fiag- 
ship, which was soon enveloped in fire, 
sinoke, and steam for ono briof minuto, 
and then completely sank. ‘The Grand 
Duke was saved by what amounted to a 
iracle. Forty others were picked up 
the rest including tho gallant

the harbour. Enough damage had beon 
done, however, to render any immediato 
action of tho Russian fleet improbable. 
In Japan, where amid all the rejoicings 
‘at the success of tho blow, there was very 
real sorrow: felt for tho’ tragic fate of 
Admiral Makaroff, it was realised that 
the campaign had beon advanced four 
months by this one fortunate engagement. 
‘Tho Russians were completely dishoarten- 
ed. Admiral Alexeieff was already an- 
xious to got out of a situation of his own 
creation, but entirely different from his 
expectations. On the appointment of 
Admiral Skrydloff to succeed to the naval 
‘command, he took the opportunity to 
tender his resignation on the ground that 
be had wot been consulted before the 
choice was made. The resignation was 
accepted at the time, but the Viceroy’s 
interest in the Far Fast had evidently 
evaporated. 

‘Admiral Togo followed up his victory. 
On the 3rd of May Port Arthur was 
effectively bottled up. The third attack 
by the stoneships was not more daring 
perhap the second, in which Com- 
mander Hirose had won such renown, 
but it was more successful. Two of the 
eight vessels plunged right through the 
boom, which the Russians hed hastily 
flung across the harbour ; they were the 








































Mikawa Maru, and Totomi Maru, Three 
others also sank themselves well within 
the fairway. For a month or two the 
Japanese fleet could craise and bombard, 
or retire to refit, confident that nothing 
larger than a gunbost would emerge 
from the harbour. The investment on 
the sea side was thus completed; that 
from the land side was now to be un- 
dertaken.

THE THREE MODEL 
VILLAGES IN JAPAN. 


(Commonicarep.) 

In the 2ist year of Meiji (1887), “The 
City, Town, and Village Regulations” 
were issued, and the foundation of local 
self-government was established. These 
regulations were in no small degree 
modelled after those of the Western 
countries, but at the same time tho 
utmost care was taken to eucoura; 
publio opicit and to develop good ol 
customs. In fact, the spirit of national 
unity which had been fostered during 
these twenty-five centuries since the 
foundationof the Empire, was the original 
element out of which the presont system 
of local self-government was developed. 
Only a short time has elapsed since these 
regulations were issued and our country 

now in the midst of improvement in 
respect, and yet there are not want- 
ing certain exemplary village com- 
munities, which may be regarded as 
Model Villages, worthy of imitation by 
others.

The prosperity of « community owes 
much, of course, to the efforts of its 
but unless the people of the 
community co-operate for tle samo end, 
its prosperity is not to be expected. 
Especially where natural resources aro 
wanting, this co-operation is the more 
important to secure the w 
prosperity of the whole c 
‘The most remarkable in this respect is 
Minamoto Village, in Sanbu County, in 
Chiba Prefecture. 

‘This is only a small village of some 
three hundred houses, but its administra- 
tion is in perfect order and there are 
many things noteworthy. For instance, 
one of the most remarkable things in the 
village is the way in which the pass-books 
of the villagers are kept. Almost all the 
people of the village unite in saving all 
the money they can and deposit 4 
savings a8 Postal Deposits in the villag 
post-office, and the pass-books are kept, 
not in the homes of the depositors as is 
the case everywhere else, but in the post- 
office itself. Moreover, instead of the 
villagers going to the post-office, the au- 
thorities come to gather the deposits. 
And again when recently the “ War Loan 
Bonds” were issued this little village 

subscribed for certain amount and that

spitit of union in’ this little village, 
Again this spirit is exhibited in the elec- 

of public men. From the election of 
the members of the House of Representa- 
tives to that of the members of the village- 
council, all the villagers get together, deli- 
berate over the matter, nominate one well- 
qualified candidate, and promise to vote 
for him.

Consequently no tuition fee is charged. 
Another thing remarkable in the educe- 
tional administration of the village is the 
fact that there is not one child in the 
whole village that does not go to school. 
Such is the extent to which education is 
encouraged. 

As to agriculture, Gokurakuji, adivision 
of the village, has done’the most. Rice 
is tho main coreal produced, as in other 
parts of Japan. ‘The buying of manures, 
the selection of seeds, and the improve- 
ment of the nursery beds of rice plants, 
are done through the vote of the whole 
village. A fow years ago the village 
received an honour flag from the Agricul- 
taral Council of the Prefecture, and since 
then it has continued to keep the samo 
honour year after year. As additional 
work, every house plants trees, the result 
of which is also remarkable 

‘And again to mako tho village's self- 
government firm, a scheme has been 
adopted to village fund of yon 
10,000, and is already in process of 
execution.

‘Though rich in natural resources, if 
mon who strive to utiliso them and turn 
them to best sdvantage bo wanting, 

rosperity cannot be hoped for. In 
Fhatori Village, Kamo County, Shisuoka 
Prefecture, we find pioneer men who 
make it their business to promote the 
prosperity and indopondenco of their 
village. 

If wo go from the harbour of Shimoda 
in the southern extremity of the Izu 
poninsula northward some ten miles, 
passing through moro than ten winding 
mountain ths, we come to luxuriant 
forests. These aro tho forests of Inatori 
Village. ‘Those forests aro mostly of 
pine trees, and were planted for the 
purpose of producing village fund of 
yen 250,000. At first the poople of the 
village considered the plan too vague 
and foolish, and only a few approved 
the scheme. But the pioneer of the 
villago, Matakichi Tamura, suecooded in 
pursuading his fellow-villagers to plant] 














the young pine trees. Unfortunately 
this first attempt proved a failure, most 
of the young trees withering away. 
So the opposition of the villagers was 
increasod, and thero seemed no hope 
left for second trisl. However 
‘Tamura was dauntloss. He went round, 
spade in hand, and himself planted trees 
everywhere, and at the samo time on- 
couraged the stubborn people to do the 
same thing. He said: ‘Trees should 
not be planted by tho hand only, but 
‘also by the heart.” By this he meant 
that they must be planted and reared 
carefully—nay, kindly, as it wor 
‘At last his efforts were not in vain, 
and the result is the luxuriant forest 
around the village. 7 
‘Again on our entrance to the village, 
wo see some three hundred men and 
women assiduously working in several 











important natural resources of the place. 
Indeed tiis too is the result of co-opers- 
tion. The net profit of the last five years: 
from this source alone amounted to more 
than yen 33,500, more than forty per 
cent of which has been deposited as a 
portion has been 
constituted & village fund and has been 
invested in land. 

The uncommonly prosperous adminis- 
tration of the village owes much, of 
course, to its rich natural resources, and 
yot at the same time it owas not a little 
to the untiring efforts and indefatigable 
spirit of Tamura. He had been the 
village master for six yoars, during which 
time he always lived in the village-offico 
and sscrifoed bis private afaie for the 

© e prosperity of the village. No- 
cone could excel him in earnestness and 
faithfulness. But one day he thought 
and said to himself. “It is easy to coorce 
by public authority, but if the people 
are not intelligent enough, success though 
‘once attained, cannot last long. Certainly 
it is my duty as a private villager to 
develop tho real strength of the people.” 
So he left the village-ofice to return no 
more, took off his uniform, and let his 
wife burn it. Since then he has devoted 








village, must be specially mentioned. 
As fo education there is the schoolmaster 
who with the single heart has devoted 
himself to the education of the village 
for these twenty years. Almost every 
child goes to school. The people of 
the whole village are enlightened and 
intelligent. They are romarkable for 
their good manners. The spiritual health 
of the community is not the only thing 
eared for, for the physical health is 
also looked after. Goro Nishiyama is 
the hospital master and he is uncom- 
monly skilful and faithful in his duty. 
‘The sanitary conditions of e 
leave nothing to be criticised. Local di- 
‘seases have died away. Tho village-council 
deeply thankfal for his efforts, unaui- 
mously voted to present the hospital 
buildings and all its appendages to this 
doctor as his well-earned reward. Tho 
doctor’s faithfulness snd the vill 
good deediare both worth mentioning. 
Formerly this village was numbered 
among the poorest villages of the province 
of Izu, the: taxes being seldom paid in 
punetually, But at prosont this same 
village has changed and is counted among 
the three model villages in the whole 
country, and this has been accomplished 








himself to the improvement of agricul- 
ture and to the general prosperity of 
Iriya, that is, the division of the village 
in which he lives, He has tried to be 
virtuous himself and to induce others to 
be virtuous also. First of all, he es- 
tablished a “meeting of houso-mastors.” 
There he gave lectures on agricultural, 
economical, educational, and moral sub: 
jects. In’ this manner he formed his 
plans and schemes. As the main product, 
the raising of silk-worms was encouraged, 
tnd as additional prodact, the cultivation 
of oranges was taken up. “Evory yoar ton 
per cont of the whole profit is deposited 
under the name of “long peace-giving 
money,” a sort of reserve fund. 

In this way, the farmers, wore en- 
couraged. But if household help be 
wanting, it could jnot bé called satis- 
factory. So he began a “meoting of

Such has been the work which Tamura 
hhas dono for his village. ‘The result of 
all ¢] is the fact that there is not a 
criminal and almost no case of divorce 
in the whole village, Moreovs 00 
many noteworthy things in the ad- 
ministration of tho village. Industrial, 
engineering, and sanitary matters are 
improving. Agricultural improvements, 
the reper? of roads, the building of 
hospital and aqueduct, are all forth- 
coming. And every one of these is the 
result of the untiring efforts of Matakichi 
Tamura. 

But the administration of Inatori 
Village is not wholly to be ascribed to 
Matakichi Tamura alone. There is a: 
philanthropist in the village, who is a 
big landlord. He is rich enough to 
devote his life for the social and political 
relief and improvement. Police, legal 
‘and prison matters owe much to this 
man’s effort and generosity. And con-

The 
extension of the. arable land, improve- 
ments in the cultivation of rice and 
barley, and the use of horses in cultiva- 
tion, are all encouraged and practised. 
The cultivation of mulberries is also 
encouraged, and efforts are made to 
develop the ra‘sing of silk-worms and 
the production of silk. And extra 
work is also As a rale, 
every villager is to make two'psirs of 
straw-sandals every night before he goes 
to bed. Since the outbresk of the pre- 
sent war, the number has been increased 
to three pairs instead of two. After ten 
years, the result of co-operative work will 
‘amount to a profit of yen 40,000. A 
part of this money has been alresdy 
contributed towards the war fund. And 
‘moreover to make the independence and 
self-government of the village firm and 
secure, the vi ‘are zealously striving 
tolay up a village fund. The profit 
from this source does not mount to 
much at present, and yet it is hoped 
that the time will not be very far distant 
when all the ordinary expenses of the 
village will be defrayed from the inter- 
est of this village fund alone.

Its cost of 
manufacture is one-half that of gun-cotton, 
aud, unlike ordinary explosives, which 
explode after they. have pierced an iron 
plate, with Shimose powder, the piercing 
and the detonation are practically simul- 
taneous, causing the fragments to be 
numberless, from two to three thousand 
being scattered in all directions, and 
which means the most fearful carnage 
when the explosion occurs on a ship's 
deck. 

On the Varyag a Russian bluejacket 
was wounded in no less than one hundred 
places by the explosion of x Shimose shell 
during the engagement at Chémulpo, 
while many deaths occurred from the 
mere blast, where no wounds were shown 
at all. 

How these very important and startling 
details wore obtained, it would be inter- 
esting to know.

Kemp, maternal grandmother and next 
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of.kin to William Wellesley Piggott 
applied for letters of administration of 
decoased’s property in China. It was 
firat{of all necessary to establish the fact 
that the infant son, William Wellesley 
Piggott, died last, and Counsel did thi 
by producing the grant of probate of Mrs. 
iggott’s will, made in England to one 
of her English executors, wherein it was 
stated that she died a widow and by pro- 
ducing grant of letters of administration 
of the estate to the son, W. W. Piggott, 
made in Ireland, which recited that W. 
W. Piggott died an infant, intestate, 
and without parents, brothers, or sisters 
and that Emily Lydia Kemp, his maternal 

andmother was his next of kin. H. 
established thus tho order of death and 
that Emily Lydia Komp was the next 
of kin and the last survivor, it became 
necessary for Counsel to show whether 
there was intestacy as regards Mrs. 
Emily Jossio Piggott’s China estate. To 
establish this Counsel referred his Lorc- 
ship to deconsed’s will and from this it was 
seen that sho appointed her husband 
executor far as her estate in China 
was concerned and gave and bequeathed 
her estate locally situsted in China to 
her husband.

This wasn application by Sun 
E-fang, through his attorney, Mr. C. R. 
Holcomb, for a grant of execution on 
cortain wachinery now in the custody of 
the Shanghai Electric and A 
Ia., which machinery, it it 
defendant took in trust for plaintiff. 

Mc. W. N. Symonds appeared oni 
bobalf of ifr. Zoo Lay, who, hie eontond- 
ed, had priority of claim on this pro- 
perty. a 

Mr. Holcomb asked and obtained 
permission to alter his petition to resd 
defendant “frandulently took in trust.” 

Mr. Holeomb said that defendant took 
away the machinery from his client, 
saying that he would give something in 
exchange. He never put in the plent 
which he promised. Plaintiff therefore 
claimed that he had the right to execu- 
tion on this property. 

Mr. W. Bell, sworn, said ho was 
the manager of the Shanghai Electric 
and Asbestos Co., Ld. Ho identified 
memos showa him as duplicates of bills 
handed to Newman for wor doue in 
Ningpo, and also for a desk fan supplied 
to his office in Shanghai. Newman made 
application to the Company to clo certain 
work and asked them to send an electri- 
cian to Ningpo and seo what could be 
done about installing electric light. The 
items on tho bills were correct, as they 
wore in accordance with the contracts 
made with Newman. The work had 
nover boon paid for, but they had security 
in tho shapo of certain machinery taken 
away from the Ningpo Electric Light 
Co, This machinory was shipped from 
Ningpo and placed in witness's godown as 
security for the contract. No mention 
was made of there being any other 
owner. Newman said that he had deal- 
ings with Chineso in Ningpo and that 
they wanted to establish an electric light 
plant. The plant was handed over in 
May or June last. Sun E-fang first 
came to witness's office in December, 
bat Mr. Frost, the electrician, 
had evidently ‘met him — before. 
Ho said that the machinery was his 
and that Newman had got it from him 
for certain shares in the new compan; 
Nowman was certainly the man who gave 
the order for the Ningpo plant, and 
witness knew no-one else in the contract. 
When plaintiff saw the machinery was not 
coming he came to try and get the plant 
back. A building was commenced at 
Ningpo for uso as a station. Witness's 
account with Newman amounted. to Tis. 
1,066. Witness refused to dispose of the 
plant when Newman wrote to ask him to 
do so. He said it would be handed back 
when Newman had settled his account. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Symonds—Wit- 
ness remembered Mr. Derby, thie American 










































marshal, with Mr. Zee Lay coming to see 
him, and asking about the machinery. 
He ‘believed, however, that Sun E-fang 
‘came round before this and saw his com- 
pradore. Witness’s electrician expected

The clectrician went down to Ningpo and 
‘erected 200 drop lights with wiring, eto.

‘By Mr. Holcomb—There had been, 80 
far as witness know, uo judgment for the 
machinery in his godown. 

Sun E-fang ssid ho was the petitioner 
in this caso. On'the 14th of the 6th 
moon Newman came to Ningpo, uccom- 
panied by two Chinese. They came to 
witness's plico and looked at the ma- 
chinery, and made remarks to the effect 
that it was too small, and that it would 
be better to take it down and exchange 
it for larger machinery. Witnoss said he 
had not the funds to do so: Newm 
said that if witness hed not the funds he 
would manage the business. He would 
be manager and witness could be his 
agent. In threo and a-half months he 
would get machinery in thet would be 
able to do the lighting. Ho also said he 
would take the old machinery down and 
tako it to Shanghai to sell it and the 
proceeds would go towards the new ma- 
chinery. Newman wanted Tis. 10,000 
from witness who said tbat he could not 
raise it. Defendant then promised to raise 
the Tis. 80,000 necessary for thonew plant, 
Newman mado another proposal that he 
shou witness the valuo of the ma- 
chinery in shares in the now company. 
A month later Newman took down the 
machinory and shipped it to’ Shanghai. 
Soon afterwards witnoss received nows 
that Newman was not » roliable man, #0 
ho demanded cash for the machinery, 
but it was not forthcoming. As witness 
wanted cash and would not take shares, 
Newman appointod a man, Liby namo, to 
fact as his compradore and agent. ‘This 
man advanced Newman Tis. 3,000, none 
of which was given to witnoss. Witnons 
camo to Shanghai to try and recover hie 
money, but Newman kept putting him 
off. He .tried to comfort witness by 
saying that he had not sold the machi- 
nery, but that it was in the possession of 
the Electric and Asbestos Co. Witness 
went round to them and found out that 
thie was so, Witnoss tried to got his 
machinery back, but could not do so. 
This was all the property he had. Ho 
had no land or other assots, Witnoss 
did not sign any document for Newman. 

Mr. Holeomb asked to be allowed to 
introduce a document in to: 
purported to be signod by 

Witness, in answor to his Honour, said 
thnt after the new compradore was ip- 
stalled Newman promised to pay him 
cash. 

By Mr. Symonds—Nowman said that 
witness conld raise Tis. 10,000 he would 
give him shares for it. 

His Honour said it would simplify 
matters if it was shown whether the pro- 
perty was actually handed over to New- 
man for shares oF not. 

Mr. Holcomb then addrossod tho 
wrt at some length. It was cloar he 

that Newman had gone down to 
Ningpo and represonted that profits 
could be made if a large plant 
were put in. Whether he intended to 
start anew company if he could raiso 
the: fands, Counsel could not:say. Ho 
had obtained small sums of money from 
various people, all of which he devoted 
to bis own uses. Ho seemed ready to 
take any person's property (o get money 
for his own use. Counsel supposed that the 
lien the Electric and Asbestos Co. had on 
tho property was a proper lion, but any- 
how that was a matter which’ could be 
settled between his client and Mr 
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Bell. It was essential to remember that 
Newman bad induced Sun E-fang to 
part with his property by representing 
that he could carry the thing through. 
It was unfortunate the contract could 
not be produced to show what prompted 
Newman to do this. The  so-call 
shares bore no seal and showed on 
the face of them that the company 
was not a corporation. When 
Newman got the machinery from the 
petitioner, therefore, he promised 
shares in’ a company which was not 
in existence, Counsel could not see how 
other people could come into Court and 
claim this mxchinery. If man took any- 
thing fraudulently it could be forcibly 
taken away from him. His poor client 
hud not a dollar left. Newman’s record 
had not a single bright spot in it. The 
machinery was not placed with the 
Electric and Asbestos Co., Ld., in the 
name of the International Commercial Co., 
but in Nowman’s name. 

Mr. Symonds said thero was no doubt 
this unfortunate man had been swindled, 
but the real question was whether he 
parted with the property or not. Counsel 
contended that he had pxrted with it. 
The petitioner's evidence did not show 
that there was any trust atall. Counsel's 
clint was unfortunate enough to be 
Newman's compradore and he had 
lent the latter about Tis. 4,000, 
ostensibly for his business in Shanghai. 
Newman, however, did very little business

concerning the above-named contra

The Court has pronounced the follow- 
ig judgment 
‘The Italian subject G. Silvestro, son 
of the late Antonio, born at Bagni d’Luoca: 
in the province of Lucea, 54 years of ago, 
asculptor by profession, is acquitted of 
the contravention attributed to him, and 
the Conrt declares that 'there ia no case 
against him, although the fictitious con- 
tract entered into with the Spanish 
subject P. Garcia, rescinded by Silvestro, 
constitutes tan act of reprovable ‘im- 
morality, which act is unluckily not con- 
templated by law, and therefore escapes 
the rigour of the Code. 

‘The Italian Consular Court to safo-

Dr. S. W. Hanwell, medical practi- 
tioner, said deceased consulted him once, 
‘on the 9th of December last. Witness 
examined him and found a swelling of 
the legs. This swelling suggested to 
witness one of two tl her there 
was trouble with the het or kidneys. 
The heart was found to be enlarged. 
‘There was no evidence of any organic 
disease There were.no signs of kidney 
trouble. Witness examined ‘the lungs 
‘of tho. deceased and they nppesred to 
be healthy. Witness asked if deceased 
had a rogular medics! attendant and he 
replied that he had not. From the 
swelling of the legs witness attributed 
the illness of the deceased to woxknogs 
of the heart, and it was on that opinion 
that the decenséd was treated. 

Dr. A. E. Marsh, medical practitioner, 























said he first saw the body of deceased 
at the same time as th ‘There 
was nothing unusual or suspicions about 
its “external appearance. At the post, 
mortem examination, made on the same 
afternoon, it was found that the heart was 
considerably enlarged, and some of the 
other important organs were similarly 
fected. The cause of death was heart 
lure, due to old-standing chronic affec- 
jon of the heart. 
‘A. L. Anderson, recalled, said he 
fast saw the decensed about 1 p.m. the 
previous day; deceased did not then 
appear to be ill but complained of severe 
pains caused by piles.

Ono of the many cases that have arisen 
in connection with the exploits of the 
notorious Vah Kah-der again occnpied the 
attention of the Cour! wo men namal 
respectively Sung Shung-foh and Ling 
Ching-oh charged simply wi 
being accomplices of Vah Kah-der.

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CHINESE MANNERS. 


Under the head of “Manners and 
Customs” it was said of some savage 
tribe, “manners they have none and 
their customs are beastly.” Whether 
the Chinese rank as civilised, semi- 
civilised, or semi-barbarous is largely 
a matter of definition, but in any 
case it eannot be said of them, “ Man- 
ners they have none.” Those who 
know best might rather complain 
that they have too many. The 
average English boy hates to take 
off his cap in greeting you and does 
it awkwardly ; the average American 
boy is apt to keep his on even when 
he enters a room; but no Chinese 
schoolboy fails to greet his teacher 
with proper ceremony, formal bat 
not awkward. Foreign schoolboys, 
on their return to school, do not show 
much interest in the state of health 
of their companions’ parents; but 
among Chinese students and school- 
boys there are always formal enquiries 
after the “peace at home” and as to 
“peace upon the road.” 

When differing civilisations meet 
there cannot fail to be a good many 
misunderstandings on both sides. 
Our manners are not only less formal 
and tiresome than those of the 
Chinese but they are very different 
in character, being the outconte of a 
different civilisation in a different 
environment: the two systems are 
‘incommensurables.’ It is therefore 
not to be wondered at if the Chinese 
think we are mannerless and impolite. 
It has happened for example that a 
foreigner riding in China has been 
deliberately misdirected by the pea- 
sant of whom he asked the road. 
Chinese manners required that before 
enquiring the rider should alight, 
and the peasant answers impoliteness 
with impoliteness, The foreigner 
rides some miles out of his way, and 
ever after treasures his experience as 
a proof of the boorish hatred of the 
Chinese to the foreign devil. Mis- 
understandings of this kind take 
place every day. Not every foreigner, 
any more than every Chinese, can 
recognise the actual politeness which 
may very well exist under a breach 
of formal manners. 

The foreigner’s insolent disregard 
of Chinese conventionalities has 
sometimes an unfortunate result on 
those natives who are intimate with 
him,—they also learn to leave off, 
being polite according to the native 
code, and, needless to say, they do 
not acquire instead the ease of 
foreign manners. We have seen the 


missionary’s wife shaking hands with 
: her neighbour's table-boy—which will 
cause a few discerning readers to 
shudder; we have seen the foreigner 
dining with the mandarin, who did 
not know enough to cap “your 
honourable” with “my unwortby,”— 
who proffered tea with one hand 
while the other was in his pocket 
who emphasised his ‘thou, thou, 
thou,’ with flourishes of a table-knife 
before the great man’s astonished 
spectacles. Worse still, we have 
known schools where manners be- 
came disini ted because the 
foreign teacher knew no Chinese 
civilities and the pupils naturally 
learnt no Western manners; with the 
result that after years of schooling 
they enter the world unpleasant, 
‘ungracious, uncouth to native and 
foreigner alike. Hostility we may 
often make allowance for, but over- 
familiarity or lack of polish is hardly 
less offensive, and is often a mark of 
those who have been educated under 
foreign teachers. The Chinese do 
not require that we should teach 
formal politeness—they could rather 
be our instructors; but they do 
require that we should impress on 
them the value of good manners 
whether native or foreign ; in schools 
especially it should be looked to that 
good Chinese manners should be 
encouraged, and that laxity or awk- 
ward imitations of the freedom of 
foreign manners should be checked.

Lord Curzon arrived in Bombay har- 
bour by the P. & 0.8. Porsia, at dawn 
‘on the morning of the 9th. ‘The greet- 
i received wore most enthusiastic 
in marked contrast to the coldness 
which characterised the state of public 
fooling at his departure a few months 
ago. 

















revolt against some of Lord Curzon’s 
sweeping reforms, and the state of high 
pressure maintained, the strain of which 
was felt in the most remote corners of 
the country. Viewed however, from a 
distance, the strong and masterly activity 
of Lord Curzon has awakened a fooling 
of deoper appreciation of his character 
and policy than existed before; the recent 
heavy trial, also, that Lord Curzon has 
gone through bas drawn towards him the 
jearts of many who were formerly in- 
clined to criticise him as a stern and 
somewhat unsympathetic ruler. At the 
hour of landing, a brilliant throng as- 
sembled on the Apollo Bunder. Many 
native Chiefs and Princes in all their 
Eastern finery made a brave show among 
the usual crowd of civil, military, politi- 
cal, and naval officers. Lord Curzon was 
visibly affected by the cordiality of their 
greetings, and by the touching reference 
to Lady Carzon’s illness contained in the 
speech presented by the President of the 
Bombay Corporation. 

“India to me is duty, written in five 
letters instead of four,” said Lord Curzon 
in his reply, a saying which is worthy to 
‘become as famous as Nelson’s well-known 
motto, anc which is indeed but an echo| 
of the guiding principle which rules the

lives of many exiles in this land, who 
give their beat years to India, and oftan 

xy down life itself in her service. Lord 
Curzon further touched on many works 
which he would like to carry a little 
nearer to completion, and later in his 
speech made some telling remarks about 
British sympathy with India which can- 
not be too widely known and appreciated 
in this country, where the deep 
and unalterable differences between East 
and West are too often insisted upon, 
excluding entirely the many bonds of 
mutual interest and welfare which bind 
together India and England, bonds which 
can never be broken, but must draw the 
‘two countries closer together in a mai 
which is most apparent under th 
ance of such a wise and far-sighted 
Governor-General as Lord Curzon has 
proved himself to be. 

‘The position of India at present, and 
hér prospects in the near future, 
cannot be better explained than by giving 
some further extracts from this remark- 
able speech of Lord Curzon's, which 
embodies the first words he has gi 
utterance to on landing to take up offi 
for the second time, an experiment which 
has only been tried once before in 
hundred and thirty years of British rule. 
Lord Curzon’s tenure of office is necos- 
sarily of uncertain duration, and depend- 
ant for some time to come on news from 
home, While we have him, let us make 
much of him. “You have a nice name, 
Sir, but a trifle profane,” as the old 
Irish priest said to.‘ Harry Lorrequer’s” 
military friend, a name which in this caso 
Delies ‘the owner, who up to date has 
brought only blessings in his train. 

The Speech. 

Concerning work still to be done Lord 
Curzon said: “We still have to carry 
through the reform of the Polico—the 
most vital and imperative of domestic 
reforms, touching the very core of the 
life of the Indian people. There has 
been no undue delay, and we aro only

Reforms on their way.” 

Of British sympathy with India he 
said : “Gentlemen, duringthe time I ha 
been in England I have found many 
‘signs among my own countrymen 
‘of a warm and steadily growing interest 
in India. There is not, I believe, a 
single thoughtful Briton who looks at 
the connection between the two countries 
from a selfish or sordid or purely 
materialistic point of view. There are 
few, if any, among them, who do not 
realise the responsibility, and desire 
that it should be discharged faithfully. 
I pray you—I pray the native com- 
munity in India—to believe in the good 
faith, in the high honour, and in the 
upright purposes of my ‘countrymen. 
In England, there are no two parties 
that the government of this Dependency 
should be conducted with insight and 
sympathy, and that our guiding stars 
should be mercy and justice. Some, 
perhaps, would advance more quickly, 
others ‘more slowly—but all would 
advance as we are advancing. Is it an 
impossible aspiration to ask, that, in 














India, there should be no two parties 
‘about England ?

CONCERT. 


‘A mere lover of music rememberiig 
the two delightful recitals previously 
given in the Masonic Hall might be 
tempted to describo last night's concert 
at the Lycoum as a social function—with 
music. Except for a few seats at the 
back of the gallery the theatre was com- 
pletely the audience was good- 





natured and demanded several encores, 
the music had a certain distinction— 
that of course—but it was not at 
all ike the earlier recitals. ‘To many 
the change was obviously weleome 
and if Herr Friedenthal were remaining 
in Shanghai to give another concert, he 
could hardly do better from a financial 
point of view, than repeat last night’s 
experiment. To complete the descrip:

“ MORE LIGHT.” 


To the Editor of th

Sin,— Housewife’ in her letter to you 
this morning mentions incidentally that 
she has tried many times to telephone 
to the Electric Light Station to ask why 
there is no light and if there will be 
‘More Light’ bye-and-bye, but that 499 
always replies “So sorry, we cannot got 
7 from 3" I have made 
inquiries in reference to this, and while 
in no way contradicting ‘ Housewife's” 
tatement, no doubt trae in her particular 
caso, I find that 499 mostly has replied : 
“The Electric Light People are at work 
on repairs and have asked us to say that 
the light will be restored as soon as 

ible.” This latter reply explains 
more clearly than the one mentioned by 
“Housewife” that no want of courtesy 
prevents the Electric Light people from 
‘answering the very numerous calls made 
‘on such occasions, but thatthe wholeavail- 
ble staff is at work remedying whatever 
amiss. Such letters as the “ House- 
wife's,” if printed sufficiently often, will 
‘cause people to believe that there really 
fare good reasons for them, which there 
‘are not. ‘Therefore as “Housewife” in 
her letter hopes that others will publish 
their views, I take this opportunity to 
recall to the memory of those who have 
boon here long enough to remember, 
what the state of the Elgetric Light was 
before the present Engineer came and 
took it in hand, how regularly every 
ning all house lamps went out several 
times, to come back again after a more 
or loss prolonged darkness ; how wo wore 
frequently left the entire evening to make 
company with candles, stuck all over the 
house; how the street lamps generally 
bobbed up and down until they became 
tired of it and went clean to sleop and 












































[remained so until some exasperated 


policeman came along and gave the lamp- 
post's kick, when the bobbing commenced 
‘again, ‘Those who can yet remember 
this state of affairs will be ploased to 
acknowledge that very creditable im- 
provements have been made lately; wo 
are in fact, at the present time, already 
80 accustomed to a steady good light 
that if it once goes out or is temporarily 
dulled we feel as if someone must be 
blamed—preferably the Couneil. It would, 
however, be better to get over that feel- 
ing without publishing it, for it is not 
encouraging to men who deserve praise 
to get only blame. lf we jogged our 
memory a little we might also remember 
that while wo formerly paid 20 cents for 
ferior light, we to-day are paying only 
14 cents for the improved article. I 
would suggest to “ Housewife” that she 
chauged her lamps; possibly they are 
old and blackened inside, so as not to let 
the asual amount of light through.

30,000 doaths a yoar and where 
such things ss modern schools for the 
masses were until then an unknown 
quantity. No sooner were these pro- 
gressive measures being started and the 
people of Nanking congratulating them- 
selves about them, than an Imperial 
decree came transferring H.E. Huang 
Chion-kuan to the Provincial Treasurer: 
ship of Shantung, which, like all things 
Chinese, presaged the 
die of all progressive works until. the 
successor of His Excellency should show 
himself of the same progressive mind 
and enorgy. Fortunately for the people 
of Nanking, Vioeroy Chou, Fo, an old 
colleague and friei |. E. Huang! 
Ghienrkuan, strived to take over. tht 
Liangkiang Viceroyalty, and the latter at 
‘once memorialised the Throne explaining 
the good the former was doing in Nan- 
king and asking that his Excellency be 
retained in Kiangsu to assist in the 
government of the province, We are 
glad to seo that his Majesty the Emperor, 
himeclf a thorough progressive at heart, 
promptly agreed with Viceroy Chou 
with the result that we now publish 
4 above these “Notes,” amongst other 
official changes, an edict commanding| 
the substantive appointment of H. E.

express wish of the Chinese gentlemen, 
who attended in their hundreds on the 
afternoon of Christmas Eve a meeting 
in the samo Hall, Chinese ladies are 
invited’ not only to be present 
to-morrow but also to be among the 
speakers. The mooting is convened 
by Taotai Shén Tun-ho, who will also 
preside on the oocasion.

Since the formation of the Society an 
Imperial Edict bas been issued, and 
proclamations put out against binding 
by five Viceroys; one is naturally 
already promised by our own nowly- 
appointed Viceroy, who as Governor of 
Shantung memorialisod the Throne to 
forbid binding in the houses of all hi 
officials under the penalty of losing 
office if they transgrossod. Nor is it likely 
that the energetic Wei Kuang-tao of 
Fakion will allow himaolf to be left out 
in the roll of Viceroys enforcing the 
Imperial Edict. Whether the Viceroy 
‘of Shonsi and Kensu will then remain 
alone neglectful of the Empross’s appeal 
to all high officials to use their in- 
fluence to prevail upon Chinese not 
to mutilate their daughters’ feet, re- 
mains to be seen. 

What we would wish to reoall to the 
[attention of our readers is, however, the 
‘greatness of the enterprise undertaken by 
‘those ten Shanghai ladies nearly ten 
years ago. 

‘Who has not seen little ladies at Canton 
carried pick-a-back and terrified on to 
foreign stesmers? But few have. seen 
the women on the Mongolian frontier 
toiliug in the fields upon their knoos 
because their feet aro too small to stand 
upon! Who has seen the women of 
Kansu with foot so mutilated that they 
even move about their own houses upon 
their knees ? 

‘Who does not revolt at the ides of such 
eruelty, such suffering, induced: simply 
and solely in order to win favour in the 
eyes of men? ; 

Is it not high time that the young men 
of China signify in some other way 
than by words that they wish for brides 
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jmmutilated? Could not some badge 
that of the Red Cross Society be devised 
by the young men of the 
College, of Jessfield, and of the Oni- 
vwerdity of Soochow, the progressive Soo- 
chow, that professes to set the fashions 
for China? 

Then, has it yet been sufficiently 
realised that this movement is an educa- 
tional mozement, beginning from the 
very beginging? Girls groaning under 
binding cannot. study. With pallid 
(though bergquged) cheeks, lustreless, 
haggard eyes, how can they apply? But 
everywhere as Chinese societies against 
binding are formed, schools for girls are 
being started in connection with them, 
till we may look forward to Tien Tsu Hui 
schools all through China.

If they are not to be found among the 
foreigners or Chinese in China, they must 
be sought from Japan; for from remote 
Chéngtu, or still more remote Yiinnan, 
even here in Shanghsi, the ostery is 
already for qualitled teachers to teach 
the girls of China the way in which they 
would walk, not copying the follies, 
exaggeration, and vices of Westerners, 
still holding fast to the noble teaching of 
their ancestors as to modesty, fidelity, 
patience, and respect for age, but at the 
samo time acquiring both Western and 
Eastern learning, The saving force of 
China will be found when the women, 
healthy, able-bodied, carefully instructed, 
set free to help, not as now often to 
hinder, the men. And this demonstra- 
tion to-morrow, a demonstration un- 
connected with any political or religious 
deed, may prove the crowning work of 
the foreign Tien Tsu Hui, and the begin- 
ning of the gentry of Chins, not the offi-

STATE OF AFFAIRS 
IN PORT ARTHUR. 


From tae ‘ Jaras Damy Mat.” 


‘The naval officers who escaped to Chefoo 
in tho fugitive destroyers give (“ Asabi’s” 
correspondence) @ most pitiful account of 
the state of affairs in Port Arthur imme 
diately prior to the. surrender. They say 
that not only provisions but also ammuni- 
tion had beon exhausted. The r last sup- 
ply of ammunition was expended in the 
defence of Erhlungs'an and Sungshushao 
For three months they had subsisted on 
rice and vegetb'es, the allowance of the 
Intter being wretchedly small during the last 
month. It wasa mere ruse when 
celebrated mecting with Jap-nese officers 
during the armistice, the Russ‘ans pwaded 
chainpagne and brandy as well as various 
edibles. These delicacies were the last of 
the kind in their possession, and their hope 
waa that by lavish gouerosity they would 
deceive the Japanese and weaken the 
latter's attacks, But the ruse failed com- 
pletely. ‘The Japanese seemed to develop 

tly increasing vigour, whereas the 
Russians, decimated by disease and by 
wounds, wwere so weary that even to ‘speak 
became an effurt to them. At the final 
assault on Erhlungshan they fou bt for all 
they were worth, but the Japanese swept 
in like an irresistible wave. Nothing could 
check them and of 500 Russian soldiers in 
the casemated gallery, not one escaped 
alive. The shower of projectiles was ap-

‘Is is manifest from the Innguage of these 
officers that the quality of the Japanese 
attacks had fully d-monstrated the hope- 
lessness of opposing them. The garr'son 
had not only lost strength, but was 
morally debilitated also. Js it cedible, 
however, that the soldiers wer» fed on 
tice only for three months, and that scarcely 
a round of ammunition remained after 
asiege of only four months? If these 
things be even approximately true, Russian 
mismanagement must have been colossal. 
Yet it was loudly proclaimed when the 
war commenced that the fortress was 
fornished with ammunition for five years 
and provis ons for two ; it had a third of » 
year to make up its deficiencies before the 
Japanese landed on Liaotung; it had 
factories for manufacturing ammunition, 
and muny ships ran the blockade hetween 
June and December.

Sang Ah-mow, He was superintendent of 
beats. He had to see that the packages of 
cot’on were properly shipped.

ow could neit read nor write. I last 
w him on the 18th of the &h moon. On 
that day Sung Ah-mow asked another mau 
to make a list of the pxckeges shipped. 
They both took the list to the Custom 
house and afterwards visited a boat shop 
on the south side of the Custem house. Tt 
would be about 3 p.m. I attended to the 
Customs business and did not seo him 
again. Hoe was a colleague of mine, but 1 
was not on especially good terms with him. 
On the 19th the other man came to the 
hong and complained that he was the only 
one there to attend to the boat business, 
‘A week passed and Sang Ah-mow had not 
put in an appearance, but we thought he 
was sick.
